LONDON, Dec, 4.—The oent- 
uries-old struggle between Eng- 
land and Ireland ended tonight 
when the legislation giving the 
sanction of law to the new settle- 
ment with Ireland passed its final 
stages in the house of lords, which 
for generations has bitterly op- 
sic any accommodation with

The constitution bill has gone 
through buth houses of parliament 
without any amendment and even 
without division being chailenged. 
Lord Carson alone, whose infiuencs 
‘was mainly responsible for failure 20 
settle the Irish question in 1914, and

reer been the hjtterest opponent of 
home rule, persisted to the very end 
in his role of “last ditcher.” 

There now only remains the royal 
assent, which is a pure formality, and 
everything will be ready or the new 
Irish government to come into exist- 
ence with excellent omens in the ex- 
Presed desire, even by the “die-hard” 
statesmen in England, to give every 
opoprtunity to succeed in its work, 
not only unhampered, but aided by 
England. 

Favor Timothy Healy 

Even the appointment of Timothv 
Healy as governor-general of the 
Irish Free State, which is moment- 
arily expected to be announced offi- 
cially is, in reflection, recognized 
as an ausplelor event. When a gov- 
ernor-generaiship is in question ,the 
British mind turng naturally in the 
direction of some titled personage. 
Now it ie admitted the appointment 
of Mr. Healy would be singularly ab- 
propriate. 

Mr. Healy throughout his political 
Career has been one of the strongest 
opponents of the British connection, 
and therefore cannot be suspected of 

0 sympathy with British 
views antagonistic to Ireland.

Moreover, Kevin O'Higgins, minis- 
ter of home affairs, who piloted the 
constitution through the Dall, is Mr. 
Healy's nephew, and Mr. Healy's 
exceptional intellectual and legal 
itte are expected to prove invaluable 
to the new government in its difficult 
initial stage. 

Preparations or the formalities of 
inaugurating thee govrnmem and ap- 
pointing an Irish senate were afoot 
in Dublin today, but it will probably 
be the end of the week before the 
senate is completely constituted, 

On the whole, the new government 
of the Irish Free State comes int? 
being under good auspices so far as 
England is concerned, the press and 
public, with very few exceptions, be- 
ing entirely sympathetic.

POSTAL MATTER 
UP FOR REVI 
AT THE CAPITAL 


Ottawa, Dec. 4—With expressions 
of welcome and good will, the first 
international po.tal conference be- 
tween Canade and the United States 
opened at the parliament buildings 
at 11 a.m. ¢oday. On behalf of Canada 
Right Hon. W. L. Mackensie King. 
prime minister, and Hon. Charies 
Murphy, postmaster-general, extend- 
ed greetings to Hon. Hubert Work, 
postmaster-general of the United 
States, and the officials accompany: 
ing being Dr. Work, on behalf of the 
Vinited States, replied. 

The prime minister in opening ‘he 
conference, observed that there wus 
no citisen of the country, however, 
humble or however great, whose in 
terestse were not vitally associated 
with the post office department. 

Mr. King spoke of his visit to Wash- 
ington with Hon. M. Graham in con- 
nection with the Rush-Bagot conven- 
tion. “I cannot speak too sincerely or 
da too eloquent terms,” said Mr. King 
‘of the sp'rit in which we were recei’ 
ed nor the cordiality of the welcome 
given to us and of what I believe to 
have been the beneflalal results cf 
that form ot mutual discussion on 
matters of common interests.” 

This was the bes: kind of reciproc: 
ity—reciprocity in endeavor to be of 
snutual service to the two countries. 
“We in Canada,” ghe prime ster 
concluded, ‘desire nothing more than 
the most cord al and entire friendship 
with our neighbors to the south.”

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Resources For Development 


That resources conference at 
Ottawa did not last long. Certain · 
ly not long enough to compel the 
postponement of the session of the 
Alberta Legislature from Decem- 
ber to the end of January. Tho 
apprehension that the Premier 
and the Attorney General might 
be so busy this month and next 
taking over the land, timber and 
minerals that they would not 
have time to come home and at- 
tend the session turned out to be 
unfounded, Both gentlemen have 
been home some days now, and 
filling in time by fixing up the 
party fences at the district con- 
ventions of the U.F.A. As for the 
resources, they are under the same 
control as a month ago, and likely 
to remain there for some time. 

In a studied statement the Min- 
isters have explained that the con- 
ference got nowhere, and why. In 
fact they make clear that they 
were farther from having adminis- 
trative control over the resources 
when they came back than they 
seemed to be when they went 
away. The statement confirms 
the previous announcement of Pre- 
mier King that the conference 
broke down before the gathering 
broke up. It was found that the 
three prairie provinces, though 
they have been calling in unison 
for control of the resources, were 
not agreed as to what they mean: 
by it. Alberta wanted one thing, 
Saskatchewan wanted another, 
and Manitoba something else, The 
net result of the meeting | to 
be to make an end of co-operative 
action on the part of the provinces, 
and to leave each of them to make 
out what case it ean for the par. 
ticular kind of an arrangement it 
wants. 

It does not follow of course that 
there was a lack of fraternal spirit 
on the part of any group of pro- 
vineial representatives. The cir- 
cumstances of the three provinces 
are radically different, so differ- 
ent that when natural resources 
are spoken of the term has a 
meaning that differs according to 
which province is referred to. Al- 
berta’s known mineral deposits 
are of more value from the rev- 
enue standpoint that its unalienat- 
ed public land. Saskatchewan re- 
sources consist mainly of farm 
land that has not yet been given 
over to private ownership and 
productive use. Mot of the cult- 
ivable land in Manitoba nae bean 
disposed of by the crown, and the 
8 * wealth in the 
northern districts is of an unde- 
termined value as a basis for tax- 
ation. That there should be a dif- 
ference in the 8 2 * 

rivinces was almost inevit- 
bl — that the end of the dif- 
ference should be a cessation of 
joint action is neither strange nor 
censurable, 

Neither is it a cause for worry 
on the part of the taxpayers of Al- 
berta. This province has achieved 
more in the way of public improve- 
ments than any of the older prov- 
inces ever did in the same length 
of time; though they had the priv- 
ilege of exploiting the natural re- 
sources for revenue purposes. It 
has more to show for the money 
that has been spent than the Prov- 
inee of British Columbia; which 
for forty years has been using its 
resources as a mine from which ta 
extract provincial revenue. The 
income from Dominion subsidies 
and the various forms of provin- 
cial taxation provide our provin- 
cial government with quite all the 
money it needs to give the prov- 
ince a sanely progressive extension 
of the public services. On the 
basis of actual requirements the 
province does not need power to 
impose penalties upon the cultiva- 
tion of idle land, the development 
of mineral deposits or the utiliza-

province, and to the people of the 
province, that the natural re-

due to the human element; but to 

the circumstances. 


as it was safe for a population of 
the size to spend because the re- 
sources in the province were being 
put into development as rapidly as 
people could be found with the in- 
itiative and capital to undertake 
the task; and the more develop- 
ment took place the more taxes the 
province was able to collect. Brit- 
ish Columbia has had to put a 
price on the development of its 
resources in order to get revenue: 
and the more revenue was aimed 
at the less development took place. 
Taking the facts as they stand, 
there is no cause for disappoint- 
ment that the resources of this 
rovince are still to be managed 
nm a way to get them bronght into 
use rather than in a way that must 
tend to keep them out of use. 


If the U.M.W.A. succeed in 


their endeavor to shut down the 
Clover Bar mines the effect on 
business in Edmonton will be seri- 
ous. The operating mines on the 
north side of the river are: Hum- 
beratone, Bush and Clover Bar,
